DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has 
been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 17 June 2009, in which claim 21 was cancelled, 
claims 18, 20, and 24 were amended, and claims 25-28 were added, has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 18-20 and 22-28 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the allowable subject 
matter is the annular sealing portion of greater diameter than the cylindrical steering penetration 
portion, the pair of elastic deforming rings axially spaced from one another and connecting the 
cylindrical steering penetration portion and the annular sealing portion, and the plurality of latch 
projections/means, in combination with other features of claims 18 and 24.
